M. Ross vis- 
ted the capital yesterday for the pur- 
pose of inspecting the short course. 
They left in a special car on the C. 
& N, W. R. R. at 6 a. m. and were 
met-at Madison with carriages by Su- 
perintendents Moore, Gibson and Hen- 
ry. 
The delegation was taken first 


to the agricultural building of the uni- 
versity and from there to the scien- 
tific building and both of them receiv- 
ed much attention from the 
party. 


The new library building was also 
inspected and much time was spent 
at the morning session of the assem- 


bly. 
After dinner a trip was made 


to the universty farm and experimen- 
ta!; station where the party listened to 
a short talk on ensilage and bacteria 
by Prof. Frost. The hogs, sheep and 
cattle of the department were given 
much attention as was also the dairy 
department.

ity who appear to have outlived their 
usefulness, and the remark is often 
heard, "Better for society if that 
man was dead."

who are so given over to passion 
and appetite that their presence in 
the home is a menace, and in soci- 
ety a nuisance.

During the trying months that fol- 


lowed he was equal to every respon- 
sibility, and when, he entered 
New 


York harbor, he was the idol of every 
American heart. 
A..tour through the 


country would have accorded him the 
grandest 
ovation 
ever given to an 


American citizen. 
But he went 
to 


Washington, ami tumbled, like a clod, 
into the lap of his new wife. 
His 


•mental faculties seemed to relax, and 
his conservative judgment 
deserted 


him in the heighth of his glory. Pity 
and sympathy, succeeded cheer and 
wild exultation. 
History 
will deal 


kindly with Admiral Dewey, the hero 
of Manila bay and the greatest naval 


- commander of his day. by dropping a 


curtain between the years of his ac- 
tive and erratic life. The present 
generation, however, find it difficult 
to forget his weakness. 


Admiral Sampson is just now mak- 


ing an-exhibition of himself that sug- 
gests that he has lived a little too 
long for his own glory. The unseem- 
ly quarrel that 
he has encouraged 


betv/een himself and Admiral Schley 
might have been overlooked because 
the common 
people take but little 


interest in that kind of a scramble, 
and very many of them do not take 
the 
troube to 
inform 
themselves 


about it, but the insult just offered 
to his gunner, Charles Morgan, 
will 


not pass 
unrecognized. 
Mr. Mor- 


gan was a gunner on the battle ship 
New York, -when Admiral Sampson 
was in command. He was inrelligent 
and faithful, and commended for his 
bravery . and efficiency. 
The 
presi- 


dent had the appointing of half a 
dozon ensigns the other day, and gun- 
ner Morgan was among the appli- 


• cants for this' slight promotion. 
He 


.wrote a c courteous letter to Admiral 
Sampson asking for his endorsement. 
The request was refused, not because 
of lack of ability and merit, but be- 
cause of social position and lack of 


• social 
advantages, under ths flimsy 


pretext that the standing of the navy 
must 
be held 
up to a high social 


standard. 


For a specimen of genuine Ameri- 


can snobbery, that on'(y be equalled 
by Gen. Miles. 
If- Admiral Sampson 


is possessed of tho notion that 
the 


American people 
are in sympathy 


with that sort of nonsense, he 
had 


better tie up bis ship for a few days 
and go out in the country where 
people live. 
A few more moves of 


that kind will relieve the historian of 
any responsibility, except the drop- 
ping of the curtain after the first act. 


Secretary Gage is another public 


servant whose record is not improv- 
ing with age. 
His ruling on Russian 


sugar and against American indus- 
tries, while perhaps technical1-:/ right, 
was uncalled for and unnecessary.
